Rome, May 25.—Following the opening of hostilities by 


land, sea and air in the war of Italy against the Teutonic allies, 
the Italian general staff is now preparing for a general advance 
across the Austrian Border from Veneda. 
Italian cavalry 


patrols moving in the direction of Trieste are said to have 
crossed the line for the Venetian plains. The Italians are re- 
ported to have shelled the Austrian works on Porto Buos, a 
small island at the head of the Adriatic, killing two of the de- 
fenders and taking 47'prisoners. 


It is officially announced that slight damage was done by 


the fleet of Austrian aeroplanes that shelled the Adriatic coast 
cities and railroad terminals on Monday. The aim of the Aus- 
trians to cripple railroad traffic and hinder troop movements 
failed, and the damage done to the railroad track is, being 
quickly repaired. Two aeroplanes were in the Austrian squad- 
ron that shelled Venice where eleven bombs were dropped. 
Small fires were started, but the arsenal was not damaged! 
All the diplomatic and papal enjoys of Austria and Germany 
have left Rome. Their departure last night was without inci- 
dent.
